Pond and Sabelli Plan To Continue to Eternal 
City After Repairing Gas Line Which . 
Forced Them to Land. |

15.—(UP)—Two daring fliers, Ce- 
sare Sabelli and George R. Pond; 
failed in their attempt to make a 
non-stop flight from New York to 
Rome when their big Bellanca mono- 
plane was forced down today at the 
town of Moy, County of Tyrone. 
The fliers brought their great mono- 
plane, the Leonardo Da Vinci, down 
on a field at Moy about 10 miles north 
of the city of Armagh, in north-central 
Ireland, or Ulster. They came down 
at 8:30 p. m. (3:30 p. m., E. D. T.) 
Sabelli said they were forced down 
due to trouble with the gas tank. 
Fliers Unhurt. 


The fliers were not hurt. 
chine was slightly damaged. 

Sabelli and Pond took off at 7:24 
a. m. Monday from Floyd Bennett air- 
port, New York, in an effort to link 
the American metropolis and Rome— 
a feat never yet accomplished. Six 
men have lost their lives in the futile 
attempt to make the 4,600-mile non 
stop flight. 

They flew through fog up the North 
American coast, but had good weather 
over mid-ocean oan the treacherous 
north Atlantic crossing. 

Trouble with their gasoline tank de- 
veloped as they neared the Irish coast. 
They decided to land rather than 
risk continuing on toward Europe.

“We were flying -blind almost all 
the time,” Sabelli said, “and experi- 
enced difficulty with our plane some 
miles off the coast. Luckily, we were 
able to continue, however, until we 
sighted Moy.” 

They refused to talk further and 
turned in after a night and nearly 
two days of battling dangerous wg 
over the Atlantic. 

The mechanic was due to reach Moy 
in the morning. The fliers expected 
to resume their flight when minor re- 
pairs are made, presumably going on 
to Rome, despite the break in Ulster.

Puerto Rico Will Have 


Government Lottery 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, May 
15.—(/)—A government lottery will 
be operated under the American 
flag beginning July 1 by the terms 
of a law signed last night by Gov- 
ernor Blanton Winship. . 

The new law restores the institu- 
tion which long was operated under 
Spanish regime but was abolished 
when Puerto Rico became United 
States territory. 

Governor Winship said that al- 
though he was opposed to all torms 
of gambling he had signed the lot- 
tery law because he believed the 
publi¢g in general approved of the 
government lottery and because the 
proceeds will go to combat tuber- 
culosis.

ON DEATH CHARGE 


All Three Confess Parts 
in Abduction, Absolve 
Women of Complicity 
and Declare No One Else 
Participated. 


GETTLE TESTIFIES 
IN BRIEF HEARING 


Forty Witnesses Listen 
as Men Tell Story; In- 
termediary Says Only 
Two Notes Received. 


TOS ANGELES, May 15.—(/)— 
Pleading guilty to charges of kidnap- 
ing by extortion in the abduction of 
William F. Gettle, Beverly Hills mil- 
lionaire, James F. Kirk, Larry Ker- 
rigan and Roy Williams were sen- 
fenced tonight to serve life terms in 
San Quentin prison. 

Superior Judge Charles Fricke, in 
pronouncing sentence, said the pris- 
oners would be permitted to apply for 
parole, since no violenée or torture of 
the kidnap victim was shown. They 
probably will be removed to prison 
tomorrow. 

The pleas followed quickly District 
Attorney Buron Fitts’ offer to permit 
the action as the alternative of stand- 
ing, trial by ‘jury with the possibility 
that bodily injury to the kidnap yvie- 
tim -be shown and death penalties re- 
sult. 

Kirk and Williams early agreed to 
the distriet attorney’s proposal, but 
Kerrigan held back for a time, ex- 
pressing a desire to consult his at- 
torney first. Finally he agreed to 
plead to the kidnaping by extortion 
charge and the three immediately were 


taken to Judge Fricke’s court. 

After the pleas were entered, Get- 
tle told briefly from the witness stand 
how he was kidnaped from™his Ar- 
cadia country estate Jast Wednesday 
night after an all-day party. 

One by one the steel-shackled kid- 
napers told their stories in monosyl- 
Jabic answers to questions put by of- 
ficers, 

Roy Williams, who was seized while 
standing guard over the abducted mil- 
lionaire, and Larry Kerrigan, who fled 


|}and was captured, answered readily. 


James F. Kirk, the little red-necked, 
puffy faced fellow who reputedly was 
the brains of the snatch gang, was 
more defiant, but he became meek 
when he saw his pals had talked. 
Women’s Part Denied. 

The three men were emphatic. how- 
ever, in denying that Loretta Woody 
and Joan Burke, the women taken 
by the police in thei® roundup of the 
gang, had anything to do with the ab- 
duction.

AGAIN FACE SLASH 
BY GEORGIA BOARD 


Continued From First Page. 


several cases at this time. Observers 
took the view that because the tax as- 
sessments were increased when the 
utilities rejected rate cuts they would 
be given the opportunity to accept the 
slashes due to follow the investiga- 
tion set for May 28. 


The Johnson act specifically points 
out that cases now in litigation could 
not be transferred from one court to 
another so the commission to avoid 
a possible contention that the new 
rate orders resulted from an old in- 
vestigation decided to start a new in- 
quiry. 

In the past utilities have gone into 
court charging in the main that rate 
schedules are confiscatory and deprive 
them of-their rights and property un- 
der the eighteenth amendment to the 
federal constitution. The fact that 
the Johnson act sends them into the 
state courts is expected to mean a 
long battle over the constitutionality 


of a law which necessitates state court 


action on. cases which heretofore have 
been claimed to hinge on the federal 
constitution, 

Several months ago the public serv- 
ice commission issued rule  nisis 
against the utilities, calling on them 
to show cause why rates should not 
be reduced. Hearings were held and 
at their conclusion reduction orders 
were issued. The Georgia Power Com- 
pany and a few telephone companies 
accepted the rate cuts. The Southern 
Bell Telephone Company sought -un- 
successfully to enjoin the reduction 


and the lowered rates are now in ef- | 


fect for subscribers of that company. 
The railroads and 10 independent tele- 
phone companies obtained injunctions 
and in retaliation their tax assess- 
ments were increased a total of more 
than $144,000,000 by Comptroller Gen- 
eral William B. Harrison, the gover-

WY INDICTS MAN

Olin Smith Named in At- 
tempt To Rob Pay Roll 
Manager. 


Suspected as another of Atlanta’s 
“green sedan” bandits, Olin Smith, 80, 
arrested at Mobile Sunday, was indict-

That bloody fight on February 6, 
which I missed through my absence 
in the United States, did not termi- 
nate the troubles in France. Those 
bands of armed men who attacked the 
chamber building, the Palais Bour- 
bon, were not angry about the Sta- 
visky scandal and the attempt of the 
government to shield some of the 
grafters. They had been told this, 
to be sure.. That was the argument 


which had been used to whip the 
crowds into a frenzy of indignation. 
The mob shouted: “Away with the 
thieves!” That's what we were told 
in dispatches... But the mob alse 
shouted “A bas la chambre! <A !a 
porte les deputes! A bas la demo- 
leratie!” (Away with the chamber. 
|Throw the deputies out. Away with 
\democracy.) The investigations new 
going on into the causes and ecir- 
cumstances of that attempt at insur- 
rection have revealed that no less 
than six fascist organizations marched 
on the chamber that night, starting 
from different parts of Paris. They 
swept the crowd with them by mak- 
ing it appear that they were incensed 
about the Stavisky scandal. That 
was the trick. Only by invoking a 
false issue could the Parisians be 
whipped up to that foolish demon- 
stration against the government of 
M. Daladier. Daladier certainly did 
not try to shield participants in the 
Stavisky scandal. One of the first 
things he did was to fire the minister 
of police, Jean Chiappe, who had in 
his own words “watched Stavisky for 
ten years’ and had done nothing about 
it, There was a ‘suspicion, well- 
founded at that, that M. Chiappe had 
a hand in the riots. He would not 
have minded a coup d'etat by the 
fascists. He, in fact, had made things 
easy for them. Why? Because in 
the event of a fascist putsch turning 
out successfully, M. Chiappe would 
have been sitting on top of the worid, 
as minister of the interior.

SILVER WASHINGTON, May 15.—The urchin who has been 
putting those silver tacks in the chairs of Messrs. Roose- 
velt and Morgenthau is the old republican bad boy, Borah, of Idaho. 
There never was.a better tack man in politics. He has devoted 
a long career to trying to make statesmen cry out in the particu- 
lar tone he wants them to. Right now he wants to make silver- 
voiced tenors out of them, and his tack method is having an 
effect inside.

It was a question designed to put President Roosevelt on the 
spot. The president hesitated a moment, looked around, then beamed 
the Roosevelt smile on the silverites, saying: 

“Tes. I am." 

That is what started all the trouble. 


TRICKERY? The president said plainly at that conference that 

he was willing to let congress fix the policy by 

law, but wanted full leeway to carry it out when and as he desired. 

The silver boys rushed back to their offices and started draft- 

ing bills starting off: “It is hereby declared to be the fixed policy 
of congress that silver,’”’ etc., etc. 

Treasury Secretary Morgenthau brought up the administration 
bill later. It started off: “It is the sense of congress” that such- 
and-such should be done for silver. 

The silverites blew up. They thought Morgenthau was trying 
to trick them. They knew very well that nobody cares about the 
sense of congress. Mr. Roosevelt would not have to abide by it.

That on the day and date there- 
of, to-wit, at 7 o’clock in the 
evening, he, this deponent, took 
the chair at a large assembly of 
the Mechanics’ Institution at 
Liverpool, and that having been 
received with tremendous and 
enthusiastic’ plaudits, he, this de- 
ponent, did immediately dash into 
a vigorous, brilliant, humorous, 
pathetic, eloquent, fervid and im- 
passioned speech. 


THAT MAGPIE WAISTCOAT. 

That the said speech was re- 
ceived by 1,300,. persons with 
frequent, vehement, .proarious 
and deafening cheers, and that 
to the best of this. deponent’s 
knowledge and belief he, this de- 
ponent, did speak up like a man 
and did to the best of his knowl- 
edge and belief considerably dis- 
tinguish himself. 


That after the proceedings of 
the evening were over, and ?

CHARLES DICKENS. 

From Paris in July, 1850, came 
an account of an affair by which 
Dickens had been ‘a good deal 
vexed.” His perturbation may strike 
some modern readers as sheer Vic- 
torian prudery, but it was evidently 
sincere. Judging from the con- 
text, Mrs. Dickens also had been in 
Paris, where she had made one at 
a dinner party with a young French 
actress. This actress, Dickens now 

learns, “made a small faux pas 
some indefinite time ago,” and 
would not have been brought to 
the party had it been understood 
that other ladies were to be pres- 
ent. 

So far Dickens would have been 
willing to pass over the error, Sut 
on learning further that the actress 
was now the mistress of an English 


peer, and that the association was | 


well known in Paris, he is moved to 
send Mrs. Dickens the following in- 
struction: 

Now I cannot remember what 
ladies dined with us that day, but 
I am satisfied you ought to call 
upon them, and, without making 
too much of it, just say “‘that her 
history is not quite correct, you 
find, and that Rogers was mistak- 
en jn presenting her, but you 
nevér mean to tell him so— 
though you feel you owe this ex- 
planation to them, whom you ask- 
ed to meet her.” This you must 
do at once. 

In the same letter Dickens says 
that he is to meet D’Orsay at din- 
ner, and that he has not called at the 
embassy but intends doing so pres- 
ently. He goes on to express some 
heterodox opinions on the theaters: 

We have been to the Francais 
where the acting was odiows (in- 
cluding Rachel’s, who was very 
like Celeste) and to Franconi's,

ter from Dickens: 

My Dearest Kate—Now ob- 
serve. You must read this letter, 
very slowly and carefully. If you 
have hurried on thus far without 
quite understanding (apprehend- 
ing some bad news), I rely on 
your turning back, and reading 
again. : 

Little Dora, without being in 
the least pain, is suddenly strick- 
en ill, She awoke out of a deep 
sleep, and was seen, in one mo- 
ment, to be very ill. Mind! 1 
will not deceive you. I think 
her very ill, 


There is nothing in her appear- 
ance but perfect rest. You would 
suppose her quietly asleep. But 
| am sure she is very ill, and ! 
cannot encourage you with much 
hope of her recovery. I do not— 
why should I say I do, to you my 
dear—IiI do not think her recov- 
ery at all likely. 

I do not like to leave home. | 
can do nothing here, but | think 
it right to stay here. You will 
not like to be away, I know, and 
I cannot reconcile myself to keep 
you away. Forster, with his usual 
affection for us, comes down to 
bring you this letter and to bring 
you home. But I cannot close 
it without putting the strongest 
entreaty and injunction upon you 
to come home with perfect com- 
posure—to remember what I have 
often told you, that we never can 
expect to be exempt, as to our 
many children, from the afflic- 
tions of other parents—and that 
if—if—when you come, I should 
even have to say to you, “Our 
little baby is dead,’”’ you are to do 
your duty to the rest, and to show 
yourself worthy of the great trust 
you: hold in them. 

If you will only read this stead- 
ily, | have a perfect confidence in 
your doing what is right.

DISTRUSTED WIFE’S CAPACITY. 

A tragic letter!—not only because 
the child had died before it was 
written, but because it reveals so 
grimly the character of the mother 
and the distrust of the husband in 
her capacity to bear trouble. Not 
long before Dickens had lost his 
father, who, after ‘‘the most terrible 
operation krrown to surgery,’ had 
been ‘“‘wonderfully cheerful and 
strong-hearted.”’ 


From Bath Dickens sends, togeth- 
er with Forster’s kind regards, 
“Landor’s ditto.” This is one of 
the few occasions on which any of 
his distinguished contemporaries are 
mentioned, though in Paris he had 
‘‘a very merry day with Regnier at 
Fontainebleau.”” Regnier ‘‘persist- 
ed in paying for everything—saying 
it was but a poor acknowledgement 
of the kindness we had shown him 
in London.” Dickens believed him 
to be ‘‘a very good little fellow,” but 
says nothing of his acting. 

The people who do not fail to 
get messa¥es in all the holiday let- 
ters—from Italy, Switzerland, and 
France— are the little people. Dick- 
ens never forgets his own children: 
Charley, Mamey, Katey, Walley, 
Sydney, Harry, and the babies.

ply food to growing parts of the tree.

A great amount of water is 
given forth in that manner. A 
beech tree may average from 15 to 
25 gallons per day during an entire 
<eason. It is figured that a very 
large oak tree, during a single warm

\from 150 to 200 gallons of water!

SILVERITES AGREE 


ON METAL PLANS} 


“Showdown” Program 
Will Be Presented to 
Roosevelt Today. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—(UP) 
Casting aside pet personal schemes, 
members of the senate silver bloc to- 


day united on a program to be sub- 
mitted: at a “showdown” with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt tomorrow. 

One of the first plans abandonéd 
was a proposal by Senator Elmer 
Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, to per- 
mit war. debtors to pay June install- 
ments in silver. 

The recommendation encountered 
stiff opposition from Senators Pat 
McCarran, democrat, Nevada, and 
Burton K. Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana. Both argued that Great Brit- 
ain would be able to purchase silver 
from India’s vast stocks at a depre- 
ciated price and transfer it to this 
country at a premium in excess of the 
present value of the metal.

Alto Superintendent Ad- 
dresses National Body 
in Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, May 15.—()—A 
“blunder of no small proportion” in 
failing to-give adequate training in 
diagnosis and treatment of tubercu- 
losis was charged against American 
medical schools today by Dr. M. F. 
Haygood, superintendent of the state 
tuberculosis sanitorium at Alto, Ga. 

“Probably a major portion of physi- 
cians who are now engaged in the 
general practice of medicine have not 
had an opportunity to really learn the 
elements of prophylaxis, diagnosis and 
treatment of tuberculosis,” he told the 
National Tuberculosis Association at 
its annual meeting here. 

“Their unpreparedness, therefore, is 
not due to their own inertia or in- 
difference. Failure of thorough treat- 
ment of the subject by those who di- 
rect our medical educational policies 
constitute, I think, a blunder of no 
small proportion.” 

Failure to observe the elements of 
modern hygiene was charged against 
the medical profession, too. : 

“To my way of thinking. physicians 
should be armed with working knowl- 
edge of, and teach by example, modern 
sanation and hygiene,” he commented.
